South Viet Nam 
(AP) —A Southern Baptist min­ 
ister is using the South China 
Sea as a baptistry for men of a 
U.S. Navy Seabee battalion.

These sailors handle construc­ 
tion in combat zones, and are 
almost equally adept at firing a 
rifle or pounding a nail. 
In the Seabee camp. Sunday 
is not a day of rest. but the men 
are given time off to attend 
church, and Huckaby—or Huck, 
as the Seabees call him—says 
as many as 150 men crowd into 
the Protestant chapel 
Recently a few Seabees who 
had never joined a church told 
Huckaby they wanted to become 
Baptists—aud Huckaby decided 
to use the sandy beach in front 
of the Seabee base on the South 
China Sea as a baptistry. 
“This was the most conven­ 
ient way to do it.” Huckaby ex­ 
plained. “There was no use in 
going over to Da Nang to find a 
river. 
“ I ve baptized in baptistries 
and rivers, but its my first time 
to do it in the ocean. I thought it 
would be exciting for them and 
me too.” 
On a recent Sunday afternoon. 
Huckaby appeared on the beach 
dressed in the rough, green fa 
tigus of the Seabee construc­ 
tion worker. With him were the 
new converts, similarly dressed 
Huckaby led them into the 
bay until they were waist deep. 
One by one Huckaby called the- 
men in front of him. He raised 
his left hand toward the cloud- 
flecked blue sky and intoned: 
“ Upon your profession of faith 
in Jesus Christ and in obedience 
to his command, I baptize thee 
my brother in the name of the 
Father and of the Son and of the 
Holy Ghost.” 
He then lowered each Seabee 
under the water for a fraction of 
a second. Upon lifting the man 
upright. Huckaby said “amen’’ 
quietly and called for the next 
man. 
A few minutes later, Huckaby 
introduced five of the new Bap­ 
tists—still 
dripping—to 
news­ 
men on the beach. 
They were James R. Brez, 
18. of Lexington, Ky.; Terry 
Edminsten, 21, of Boone, N.C.;

THOUGH indulgence in In­ 
toxicating liquors is not dealt 
with in the Ten Commandments. 
it is involved in and related to 
the moral principles and policies 
f o u n d there. Nowhere in the 
Bible does it say specifically. 
“Thou shalt 
not drink.” but 
drunkenness is continually de­ 
nounced in the historical books 
of the Old Testament, often in 
the Book of Proverbs and the 
prophetic books, and is a sin 
frequently referred to by the 
Apostle Paul. Thus, the logical 
conclusion is the drunkenness is 
diametrically opposed to the will 
of God as revealed In the Bible 
There is, and always will be, 
a wide difference of o p i n i o n 
among honest — and frequently 
among Christian — people re­ 
garding the use of alcoholic 
beverages. Many believe the an* 
swer lies in moderation; and 
Just as many others believe in 
total abstinence. 
If drinking were indulged in 
by evil, disreputable p e o p l e 
only, and all the “good people" 
In the world were abstainers, 
there would be no problem. But 


the d e t r i m e n t of ourselves, 
homes, families, friends and fel­ 
lowman 
Drinking relaxes our inhibi­ 
tions a n d n u m b s our con­ 
sciences, so th/it we accept indif­ 
ferently w'hat we would con­ 
demn were we perfectly sober. 
Drinking dulls our senses and 
blunts our spiritual capacity, 
; making dubious our adoration 
; of and reverence for God. 
The writer of the Book of 
Proverbs describes wine’s temp- 
i tation. its b e a u t y , color and 
I sparkle in the glass, but likens 
It to a biting serpent or sting­ 
ing adder in its monstrous eub- 
j tlety. His analogy is unique, for 
I nearly all persons have an inex- 
I plicable horror of—and yet fax* 
cination for—snakes, and go out 
I of their way to a v o i d them. 
I Likewise, if we regard alcohol 
in terms of its dormant evil 
I and distress, we will just aa 
I naturally avoid it.

This 
ic not auch a strange combina­ 
tion, for both wine and the 
Holy Spirit lift a man out of 
himself. The wine intoxicatea, 
gives a false sense of joy, well­ 
being and exhilaration, enabling 
man to forget his troubles and 
disappointments—temporarily. 
The Holy Spirit, on the other 
hand, is inexhaustible and eter­ 
nal.

Darkness in Viet Nam signals; 
great changes in the war, It is j 
an ally to the Viet Cong guer-! 
rillas who move and mass under 
the concealment of night as they 
never can in daytime. 
The allied forces have perfect­ 
ed many night - fighting tech­ 
niques. 
However, 
these 
have j 
been 
inadequate 
in 
stopping 
guerrillas who know the terrain! 
intimately and make the night 
their own. 
Now science has been thrown 
full tilt into the fight. Hopes are 
pinned on such tilings as the 
Army’s ‘‘Batman Helicopter.” 
It still is in the test stage, 
but already “ Project Batman” 
workers have 
spotted 
secret 
movements of the Viet Cong at 
midnight. 
Heart of the system is an in- 
tensly sensitive television cam­ 
era that can pick up images at 
night. 
The camera is mounted on the I 
front of a helicopter gunship. As 
the 
aircraft swirls 
along 
the 
camera scans the ground, photo-. 
graphing by the light of stars 
and the moon. Crewmen inside 
the ship watch an eight • inch 
television screen. 
The instant clandestine move 
ment is spotted, the helicopter1 
swoops down, guns blazing. 
“ Project Batman,” in which 
helicopters have a large Bat-] 
man insignia and workers wear 
a shoulder patch showing a bat' 
flying out of a television screen, 
is just one of several ideas un­ 
veiled by 
ajoint U.S. Army- i 
Navy-Air Force research organ­ 
ization. 
The Air Force, not to be out- j 
done, is combat-testing what it 
calls “black spot.” 
This also uses the night-seeing 
television camera. It is mount­ 
ed on a C123 cargo plane which 
carries flares, infrared and ra­ 
dar detectors plus an arsenal 
of machine guns, cannon and a 
bomb that bursts in air to spray 
hundreds of one-inch long metal 
darst—splattering a target like 
a shotgun. 
Both of these concepts are re- j 
finements of the Army’s “Fire­ 
fly” or “Lightning bug,” a heli- i 
copter mounted with a powerful j 
searchlight 
and 
escorted 
by « 
armed helicopters. 
The big beam sweeps over 
known Viet Cong routes on trails J 
and rivers. When the enemy is 
spotted the gunships slash in 
Oddly, the big light does not| 
make a good target. “ Firefly” 
pilots say, to the contrary, the 
moving light seem s to create an 
optical illusion in the blackness 
and is very difficult to shoot 
from the ground 
TTie major disadvantage of the 
“ Firefly” is that the light warns 
the Viet Cong to take cover. 
Enemy forces with the proper 
equipment—as the North Vtet- 
names are reported to have— 
are able to detect such night 
vision devices as radar and in 
frared 
because 
they 
radiate 
electromagnetic energy 
Therefore, 
passive 
night vi­ 
sion devices that do not emit 
energy are of top importance. 
They detect and amplify energy 
—as the telvision camera in 


tensifies starlight and 
moon­ 
light. 
The same principle applies to 
telescopes and binoculars. The 
Army uses in Viet Nam a hand­ 
held scope known as “starlight'’ 
which 
enables 
men 
on 
the 
ground to see enemy troops in 
the dark. The effect is like see­ 
ing through water. 
This area of research is close­ 
ly guarded, but some starlight 
scopes are known to have been 
captured by the Viet Cong. 
Larger tripod-mounted image 
intensifiers are reported to al­ 
low the observation in starlight 
of men 200 yards away. Vehicles 
can be seen even farther. 
Air Force researchers have 
tried these night telescopes on 
their armed cargo planes and 
reported killing more than 70 
enemy troops in one night raid. 
Radar helps provide security 
against night attack One expert 
operator is said to be able to 
determine 
at 
great distances 
whether a figure is a child or 
adult, animal or human, bike 
or truck. 
Antimotar radar units are aim 
cd at detecting incoming enemy 
mortar rounds at night by cal­ 
culating quickly the path of their 
flight and origin. The informa­ 
tion is relayed in seconds to 
standby artillery batteries which 
shell the mortar position. 
At a U.S. base at Phu Loi a 
unit tells of using radar to pin­ 
point a mortar tube after its 
first 
few 
rounds. 
Subsequent 
counterartillery 
was 
so 
well 
directed that next morning the 
mortar was found with its crew 
all dead. 
In the air, radar is at its best 
at night or when clouds and rain 
make vision difficult. The B52 
stratoforts, based outside Viet 
Nam, carry their own radar to 
tell when they have reached a 
preselected target. 
Then 
the 
high-flying planes unload their 
bombs. 
Other bombers use what is 
called “sky spot” bombing when 
targets aren't visible. Ground 
radar stations direct them to the 
target and tell them when to 
drop their bombs. 
Air 
Force 
B57 
Canberras. 
FlOls and Army Mohawks take 
infrared photos and record heat 
on film for what are called “red 
haze” reports. Film will show 
indications of the heat of fires 
and even of groups of human 
bodies. (Guerrillas who gather at 
night and cook their meals will 


show up as targets for artillery 


or aircraft. 
It used to be that the Viet 
Cong could hide their cooking 
light by building fires inside the 
! trunks of trees. Hiding the light 
■ is no longer sufficient. Cold rice 
i seems to be the answer to that. 
Other night reconnaissance 
I photography is done by power­ 
ful electronic flash or by slow- 
! burning, high-inensity parachute 
I flares. 
The chief drawback of current 
i reconnaissance photography is 
! that information is several hours 
old by the time film is evaluat 
' ed and forwarded to be acted 
upon, 
New systems using infrared 
' arc being worked on and will 
j reportedly 
enable 
aerial 
ob 
I servers to read information on 
the spot and pick out targets. 
Also being developed for use 
in the air is a laser that beams 
an invisible searchlight on the 
enemy. A bombsight inside the 
laser-bearing aircraft is geared 
I to the laser and zeroes in on the 
target. 
Perhaps one of the most am ­ 
bitious ideas for night defense 
is the lighting of villages. TTie 
concept, as illustrated in a mili­ 
tary publication, would employ 
i generators powered by jet en­ 
gines to illuminate a village and 
discourage terrorists. Viet Nam, 
however, has thousands of vil- 
lages. 
It is impossible to say which 
: of these ideas will prove most 
effective. But it can be said 
for certain that science is push- 
I ing hard to make the night as 
dangerous for the Viet Cong as 
the day has become.

Dies at 87 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — 
Walter D. “ Dude” Nice, the 
man 
whose 
cam era 
brought 
new-s closer to generations of 
Central Ohioans, died Thursday 
at the age of 81. 
Nice began his 52-year career 
when photographers used flash 
powder and rode streetcars to 
their assignments. 
The file of his work for the 
former Ohio State Journal and 
the Columbus Dispatch includes 
photos of World War J victory 
crowds, Barney Oldfield racing 
an airplane in Columbus in 1910, 
the wreck of the airship Shenan­ 
doah at Ava, Ohio, in 1925 the 
1913 Columbus flood and the 
disastrous Ohio Penitentiary fire 
of 1930. 
Nice once asked Teddy Roose­ 
velt to stand knee deep in snow 
for better light and refused a 
plane ride with aviatrix Amelia 
Earhart because he had no faith 
in a “ darned whirlygig.” 
Nice came to Columbus after 
three years in Zanesville as an 
engraver. When he retired here 
in 1958 he said, “ Sure, it was 
exciting at times, but . . . it 
was just another job.” 
Nice died in the Worthington 
Nursing Center near Columbus 
after a long illness.

The file of his work for the 
form er Ohio State Journal and 
the Columbus Dispatch includes 
photos of World W ar J victory 
crowds, Barney Oldfield racing 
an airplane in Columbus in 1910, 
the wreck of the airship Shenan­ 
doah at Ava, Ohio, in 1925 the 
1913 Columbus flood and the 
disastrous Ohio Penitentiary fire 
of 1930. 
Nice once asked Teddy Roose­ 
velt to stand knee deep in snow 
for better light and refused a 
plane ride with aviatrix Amelia 
E arhart because he had no faith 
in a “ darned whirlygig.”
